THE BIBLE AND NEWS 
There is no news in the report that newspaper 
editors still know their Bible well enough to quote 
it, although the Bible Guild has recently collect­ 
ed opinions of many leading editors to substan­ 
tiate this fact. If editors no longer quoted the 
Bible, that would be news. The average news­ 
paper office has a Bible, well thumbed and worn 
by frequent reference; and the average editor 
has a considerable part of its contents tucked 
away in his head. 
This is natural, for the editor must speak the 
language of his readers. No other book, no au­ 
thor or group of authors, has contributed so 
much to the form and substance of the English 
language as has the Bible. 
Its characters and 
phrases live in our daily speech. Ty pes like David 
and Jonathan, the friends, or Judas, the traitor; 
phrases like the Thorn in the Flesh, or the Gold­ 
en Calf, have almost become letters of the al­ 
phabet. 
The old school editor probably went to church 
and Sunday School and, even if he went against 
his will, the Bible reading impressed itself on his 
memory . Many of the y ounger men in the pro­ 
fession may have missed that training. 
A supercilious attitude toward the Bible is only 
too general among the y ounger generation; but, 
quite regardless of its effect upon their character, 
this attitude apparently is having a bad effect 
upon their English. 
Most of the editors who expressed themselves 
in this inquiry conducted by the Bible Guild de­ 
clared that it would benefit the English of all 
writefs, and especially the y ounger ones, if they 
were more familiar with the Bible. 
And there is a more mundane motive involved. 
Let an editor make a mistake, let him speak of 
the “Twelve” Commandments or the “Apostle” 
Jeremiah, and his faithful readers let him know 
about his slip immediately . Any editor whose 
public includes many readers of the Bible—and 
what public does not?—needs to know his Bible, 
if only for self-preservation.

(1) 


straight 
knife 
with serrated 


edge and reciprocal or vibratory 
motion which cuts the grain: (2) 
fingers or guards extending from 
the platform to prevent grain 
from supping sideways while 
being cut: 
(3) revolving reel 


which holds grain against knife 
and lays cut stalks on the plat- 
forms; (4) platform behind knife 
for receiving cut grain and hold- 
in it until raked off: (5) master 
wheel which carries most of 
weight of machine and. through 
ground traction, furnishes power 
to operate reel and knife; (6) 
for-ward draft from right or 
stubble side by means of shafts 
attached in front of master 
wheel .(7) divider on left side to 
separate grain to be cut 
from 


that left standing.

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THE BIBLE AND NEWS 


1 


There is no news in the report that newspaper 


editors still know their Bible well enough to quote 
it, although the Bible Guild has recently collect- 
<ed opinions of many leading editors to substan- 
tiate this fact. If editors no longer quoted the 
Bible, that would be news. The average news- 
paper office has a Bible, weU thumbed and worn 
by frequent reference; and the average editor 
has a considerable part of its contents tucked 
away in his head. 


This is natural, for the editor must speak the 


language of his readers. No other book, no au- 
thor or group of authors, has contributed so 
much to the form and substance of the English 
language as has the Bible. Its characters and 
phrases live in our daily speech. Types like David 
and Jonathan, the friends, or Judas, the traitor; 
phrases like the Thorn in the Flesh, or the Gold- 
en Calf, have almost become letters of the al- 
phabet. 


The old school editor probably went to church 


and Sunday School and, even if he went against 
his will, the Bible reading impressed itself on his 
memory. Many of the younger men in the pro- 
fession may have missed that training. 


A supercilious attitude toward the Bible is only 


too general among the younger generation; but, 
quite regardless of its effect upon their character, 
this attitude apparently is having a bad effect 
upon their English. 


Most of the editors who expressed themselves 


in this inquiry conducted by the Bible Guild de- 
clared that it would benefit the English of all 
writers, and especially the younger ones, if they 
were more familiar with the Bible. 


And there is a more mundane motive involved. 


Let an editor make a mistake, let him speak of 
the -Twelve" Commandments or the "Apostle" 
Jeremiah, and his faithful readers let him know 
about his sli'3 immediately. Any editor whose 
public includes many readers of the Bible—and 
what public does not?—needs to know his Bible, 
if only for self-preservation.

Administration supporters were 


still in rout from the powerful 
bi-partisan coalition supporting 
the measure as it came today de- 
spite the 
vigorous objections 


voiced by the president and the 
treasury. The bill allows the vet- 
erans to borrow up to half the 
face value of their compensation 
certificates. 


The measure was before the 


senate backed by a 13 to 3 vote 
of its finance committee and a 
363 to 39 vote of the%iouse. Its 
passage before nightfall was the 
aim of the confident advocates. 


Mr. Hoover's urgent protest 


that the legislation might pro- 
long the depression apparently 
had served only to spur its 
friends' determination to get it to 
the White House before a pocket 
veto .might be administered. 
Republican leaders freely pre- 


dicted" a veto by the president 
On Saturday the 10 day period 
preceding, an adjournment be- 
gins. During this period Mr. 
Hoover might kill the bill by re- 
fusing to sign it before congress 
ends its work on March 4. It 'was 
to avoid this possibility that sen- 
ate advocates were insistent the 
legislation be rushed through 
without charge so it might be 
sent to the White House before 
Friday night. 


Only one change was contem- 


plated by the sponsors of the bill 
in the senate—a reduction of the 
interest rate from 4J per cent to 
4 per cent to be charged on the 
loans—and they were unwilling 
;o risk even this unless assurance 
was received from house leaders 
that it would be accepted without 
sending the measure to confer- 
ence. 


Thje administration rout on 


;he veterans loan measure is one 
of the most Inclusive since Presi- 
dent Hoover took office. Speaker 
jongworth in the house and Sen- 
ator Watson,' of Indiana, the Re- 
publican leader in the senate. 
oined the supporters of the bill, 
rhe measure was put forward 
on Capitol Hill as a compromise 
to demands for full cash pay- 
ments of the certificates. 


Meanwhile, the house worked 


on appropriation bills and ap- 
woved the conference report on 
;he billion dollar treasury-post 
office measure. The report is 
still to be acted on by the sen- 
ate.
